The 5 th. National Coin Week in central Ky. was observed for 3 days 
April 18-19 20, 9300 am to 5:00 pm at the Danville Ky. public library 
with a very good display of old coins. In the display was Mercury dimes 
Washington quarters, Walking Liberty Halves, Franklin halves, and Mor- 
gan and Peace silver dollars, Regular proof set's, plus the Washington 
Commemorative Half in proof and unc. 


The medals were a wide variety of private mint medals and A.N.A. bad- 
ces, medals sets, tour pass medals, etc., and the very rare 1954 badge 
in 10 K gold, and Sterling Silver. 


The feature part of the display was a nearly complete assembly of 
the current Olympic Commemorative coins from the \iint, complete in re- 
gard to the various mintmarks and packageing arangements the U.S. mint 
offers. These Olympic Commemorative coins took up nearly all of the top 
shelf of the display case, also included with these coins was a set of 
the brass transportation tokens of the Southern California Rapid Transit 
District. These takens and the six coin set of silver and gold Olympic 
coins were used in newspaper articles and a tv news feature on the 6:00 
pm news, ( see Exhibit photo ) 


The Three day exhibit was the best yet with many people coming in and 
stoping to see the exhibit. Ma ny people also wanted information not only 
on the exhibit coins and medals but on other coins they brought in.
